| Pes See eg ae ee eh ‘ |Gordon Stuart Northcott, convicted of 
slaying three boys on his Wineville, 
Calif., chicken farm, saw the shadow 
of an untimely noose cast on the walls 
of his cell here early today as 250 men 
surrounded the jail and N. R. Win- 
slow demanded of Sheriff Clem Sweet- 
ers that he be allowed to see the pris- 
oner to “get the actual truth.” 

Through a pall of smudge smoke at 
2 o'clock this morning 55 automobiles 
suddenly appeared on the streets by 
the county jail. 

Winslow, for the murder of whose 
sons, Lewis and Nelson, Northcott 
will be sentenced to hang tomorrow, 
walked to the jail door and rang the 
nirht bell. Sheriff Sweeters and three 
deputies answered. Winslow offered 
quit claim deeds to all his property 
as security that the men would not 
harm Northcott, and asserted that he 
wanted to get the truth from the 
prisoner, concerning the buriai place 
of his boys. 

Five armed men had advanced from 
the crowd in the street, and followed 
Winslow into the jail. 

“I know we are outnumbered 50 to 
one,” Sheriff Sweeters said, “but you 
men can get Northcott only over our 
bodies. We are here to safeguard 
the prisoner. The same law which 
demands that we do that. will take 
Northcott’s _ life. Bloodshed now 
would be. foolish.”

According to the police, three women 
identified him as the man who beat 
and attacked them. Others who 
viewed Hamilton failed to connect him 
in the case, police said. He is being 
held on a technical charge of sus- 
picion. 

Merritt has not confessed, but, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant T. O. Sturdi- 
vant, in charge of the police investiga- 
tion of the case, a confession is not 
needed so strong is the incriminating 
evidence and the identification by his 
victims.

Bombay, February 10.—(P)—A 
week of terror from riots between 
Hindus and Pathans here has resulted 
in approximately 120 killed and 700 
injured, as reported by hospitals, an 
with possibly hundreds more of in- 
jured who have hidden in their homes. 

There were seven new killings and

the wounding of 56 persons today 
while it was officially announced that 
28, including 15 in hospitals from pre- 
vious injuries, had died in the past 
24 hours. Among these were several 
volunteers working for the restoration 
of peace who were attacked and in- 
jured by a Hindu mob which mistook 
them for enemies. 


Some jewelry shops were looted in 
the course of the day. The police 
held up and searched hundreds of pe- 
destrians and seized much looted prop- 
erty. They arrested 100 suspects. 

The present outbreak, one of the 
many that have occurred in India 
where many races and creeds are 
crowded together, had for its direct 
cause rumors that the Pathans were 
kidnaping Hindu children at Baroda 
as sacrifices to be buried under the 


foundations of a great bridge being 
built there. Native superstitution is 
that such a structure would be unsafe 
without such sacrifice. These rumors, 
although apparently without basis, 
came at a time of great unrest here 
among thousands of mill hands.

Recent Attacks.

The desperate effort of one of the 
four women who succeeding in ward- 
ing off her attacker resulted in the 
arrest of Merritt, the police said, 

This girl was confronted by the ma- 
rauder on Edgewood avenue in the 
800 block. She was slugged and 
dragged around to the rear of some 
commercial buildings. The intended 
victim, a young woman barely past 
20 years old, struggled with her as- 
sailant, shouting all the while for as- 
sistance. In the struggle the man 
tore his clothing and it became ex- 
eeedingly dirty. Failing in his effort 
and fearing that someone would an- 
swer the girl's cries, he fled. 

Hat Is Found. 


Within a few minutes the special 
plainclothes police patrolling the dis- 
trict were on the scene and in pur- 
suit of the man.

Reduce Congestion.

Alderman Robert F. Pennington, of 
the first ward, in which the Terminal 
station is located, said that, to his per- 
sonal knowledge, there were several 
sites in that section which now are 
being held on option by an Atlanta 
man, and that these places could be 
obtained much cheaper than the figure 
asked by the Central of Georgia. 


Postmaster Edwin K. Large, head 
of the Atlanta office, pointed out that 
a site near the Terminal station was 
essential. 

“Atlanta is greatly in need of a 
station adjacent to tracks of incoming 
and outgoing trains,” he said. “And 
this is the only location which would 
relieve the present situation. With 
modern traffic problems, the present 
system of transferring the mail from 
the station to trucks which carry it 
to the Terminal station to the trains is 
not desirable. 


To Speed Mails. 


| “With a station at the place where 
trains arrive and depart, the mail 
could be transferred direct to trains, 
making the handling of mail quicker 
and more efficient. In so far as the 
public is coneerned, the present main 
postoffice would still continue to be 
the main postoffice, but already the 
‘inside’ work of the office has been 
transferred to Station B, which is 
nearér the Terminal! station.” 

The cooperation with the govern- 
ment in the selection of a suitable site 
of every civic organization was ex- 
tended by Mr. Alston. 

“I feel sure,” he said, “that if 
Washington officials are not inclined 
to favor the Central of Georgia site 
because of the price, other just as 
good and even more suitable sites may 
be obtained.”

YOUNG ARCHITECT TELLS IDEAS TO TOMPKINS 


Is Styled Need of Atlanta 


BY LOYD A. WILHOIT. 

Atlanta needs to develop an “ar- 
chitectural personality” of its own— 
one that would distinguish this city’s 
style of building from that of any oth- 
er American metropolis. 
That's what R. S. Monday, young 
architect with offices in the Norris 
building, Sunday told Lionel Tomp- 
kins, New York business man who, 
Diogenes-like, is searching with the 
l.ntern of experience for the truth 
about Atlanta. 

Mr. Monday told Mr. Tompkins of 
Atlanta’s architectural needs at a 
luncheon Sunday at the Biltmore ho- 
tel, the first of a series of interviews 
with interesting Atlantans arranged 
by Mr. Tompkins through the unique 
media of invitations to luncheons 
dropped from an airplane over the 
heart of the city last Friday. 

Needs Modern Art. 

Atlanta needs modern art in its 
architecture and it needs a definite, 
community plan of building to give it 
a color and a soul all its own, Mr. 
Monday added. But modern art 
accepted in New York, Chieagoe and 
other crowded metropolitan centers 
should not be employed to best suit 
Atlanta’s development. 

“It would not be as you see modern 
art expressed in the skyscrapers of 
New York and Chicago, where the ar- 
chitects must deal with huge masses 


as 


space. Too, the business building of 
the new Atlanta of which speak 
would not be a soaring skyscraper, 
because building space here is not 
cramped and architects do not need 
to utilize height. 

“The present difficulty with which 
to cope is the fact that Atlanta has 
as yet no clear conception of what 
it would like to become, and conse- 
quently is growing and developing 
with amazing speed to suit the tastes 
of thousands of individual home-build- 
ers and commercial builders. So far 
as appearance is concerned, it would 
be a wise and a practical plan for 
Atlanta to seek and establish a city- 
wide plan of rchitecture for its fu- 
ture development.” 

How could such a plan be worke:! 
out and put into effect, he was aske« 
by Mr. Tompkins. 

_ Commission Impracticable. 

“No committee or commission could 
ever accomplish anything worth 
while,” was the reply. “Witness what 
happens to every building that is sub- 
ject to approval of a board of ama- 
teur crities. If Atlanta is ever to 
have a plan such as you suggest. it 
will come from the enthusiastic brain 
and soul of some young architect—- 
some man in whom would be combined 
the traditions of the south with the 
vision and the vigor of the north. ex- 
actiy what Atlanta as a whole reall; 


of masonry,” Mr. Monday assured Mr. 
Tompkins. “Unquestionably you would 
see used in Atlanta homes and build- 
ings many evidences of modern art, 
for you must realize that our people 
are closely in touch with the best of 
what is going on in all lines else- 
where.

The Business Barometer

One of the best known fables is 
that of the farm hand who as a joke 
cried “Wolf” so often that when the 
wolf at last came and he sounded the 
alarm no one believed him. 

At intervals during the past year 
or 80 prominent bankers and federal 
reserve officials have cried “wolf” to 
the stock market and as no wolf caine 
many enthusiastic speculators decid- 
ed that the warnings could be ignored. 
But the reserve board on Wednesday 
Jast sounded another alarm and this 
time the wolf was there, in the guise 
of an advance in the Bank of England 
rate from 4 1-2 to 5 1-2 per cent, 
which will stop for.the present the 
flow of funds from London to New 
York, and which therefore deprives the 
stock market bulls of one of their 
important supports. , 

The statement issued by the re- 
serve board showed reluctance to call 
n spade by its name, but beneath its 
verbiage it said that the member banks 


have no right to borrow at the re-| 


serve banks for the purpose of mak- 
ing or maintaining loans to speculators, 
and that it is the duty of the reserve 
banks to take such measures as shall 


be deemed suitable and effective to 
prevent them from doing so. 

Rightly or wrongly this is construed 
as a threat that another advance in 
the rediscount rate will be invoked 
if the warning is not heeded, and that 
by moral suasion and every other 
means in their power the _ reserve 
banks will check rediscounting and 
reduce their holdings of bills and se- 
curities in an endeavor to starve spec- 
ulation if it cannot be overcome by 
‘direct agtack. 

If the precedents are observed we 
are likely to hear many indignant ful- 
minations against such a_ policy of 
‘contraction, but those who complain 
‘have only themselves to blame if they 
are caught on the wrong side of the 
‘fence, and conservative observers who 
have become dizzy as they have watch- 
‘ed the rise in stocks will hope that 
‘the warning itself will be effective, 
without severe action becoming neces- 
sary.

prices and the. continuing increase in 
brokers’ loans. Last week these loans 
advayeed another $110.000,000 and as 
an example of what has been going 
on in the marekt it may be mention- 
ed that the stock of a hundred mil- 
lion dollar investment corporation re- 
cently brought out has inereased in 
value by over $120,000,000 during the 
past few weeks. 

There are many other instances of 
financial alchemy that are hardly less 
amazing, and in the circumstances it 
is not surprising that the vision of 
the entire nation has been concentrat- 
ed on the stock market. 

Of such a situation it is impossible 
to speak with any certitude, but if the 
large part that emotions have played 
in creating it is once admitted and 
understood it will be realized that the 
picture has a reverse side also,’ And 
if a few more dashes of coid water 
such as this week has brought are 
thrown upon the speculative fervor 
the effect may be a series of declines 
until prices are once more based on 
going values instead of expectations 
of what they will be a couple of years 
hence, 

Of all the possible shocks to which 
the market may be subjected the most

Figures Show 


Atlanta Very 


Important in Mail Matters 


Just how big is Atlanta’s mail? Are 
more letters and post cards received 
in this city ench year than are mailed 
out from Atlanta? Many questions 
suggest themselves when one begins to 
consider the matter. Believing some 
actual figures and estimates would be 
of interest to Atlantans generalls, 
and .to business men especially, the 
Atlanta Envelope company took pains 
to interview local postoffice authori- 
ties, 
“We found that Postmaster Large 


and his associates were very willing 


to gather the information we desired,” 
declared S. Guthman, president of the 
Atlanta Envelope company, an insti- 
tution which manufacturers a large 
part of all the envelopes used in this 
city. “We discovered that the citys 
outgoing mail exceded its incoming 
mail by more than a million pieces in 
1928. The number of letters and post 
cards sent out from Atlanta during 
the calendar-year 1928 totaled 111,- 
876,464; the number of letters and 
post cards received here during the 
same year from other cities is estima- 
ted at 110,775,500. 

“How much money does the local 
postoffice take in during the course 
of the year? was another query we 
propounded, in our search for facts of 
interest to users of the mails. Mr. 
Large referred to his 1928 figures and 
announced the imposing total of $4,- 
505,206.84.” 

To give a better conception of the 


vast volume of business transacted by 
the Atlanta postoffice, Mr. Guthman 
produced comparative figures, and sc- 
lecting Tampa, at random, continued: 
“Tampa has a population a little more 
than a third as large as Atlanta. Yet 
Tampa's outgoing mail was less than 
a quarter the size of Atlanta's. Tam- 
pa’s incoming mail didn’t amount to 
as much as a fifth of our city’s. And 
this is not throwing off on Tampa. 
Not at all. I venture to say the same 
condition would exist if comparative 
statements were made up betwen At- 
lanta and practically any other south- 
ern city. 

“Atlanta business eoncerns use the 
mail. The facts prove it. Which 
makes it all the more important that a 
lot of attention be paid the matter of 
proper envelopes, our business, of 
course, Statistics show that 75 per 
cent of business and professional men 
open their own mail, so it can be 
readily seen that the appearance of 
the envelope can count for a great 
deal,” 

Completing the figures gained from 
postoffice authorities by the Atlanta 
Envelope company are those on special 
deliveries and registered letters. Ap- 
proximately 775,500 special delivery 
letters and parcels were sent out from 
here in 1928; whereas 754,427 were 
received in Atlanta. Of outgoing reg- 
istered letters there were no less than 
363,690; the incoming mail in this 
class totaled 420,165. 


severe will be signs of an impending 
business recession, however moderate. 
‘To those who are scanning the hori- 
zon for such a sign the most impor- 
tant news of the week outside the 
field of finance is the decline of 4 
per cent in January building con- 
tracts, as compared with a year ago, 
reported by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration. The drop is not great, but 
it follows a decline of 9 per cent in

In calling attention to this no in- 
timation is intended that a long 
drawn-out or disastrous decline later 
in the year is likely, but even a mod- 
erate recession would shock the stock 
market unless prices are marked down 
in the meantime. The _ possibility 
that it may oecur ought to be recog- 
nized by would-be security buyers, 
though business men who are stick- 
ing to their knitting need feel no 
great alarm. 

Otherwise the business record is 
upon the whole cheerful. It is esti- 
mated that the automobile industry 
turned out 400,000 cars in January, 
which is far ahead of all previous rec- 
ords for the month, and there is no 
abatement in either its activity or its 
optimism. Iron and steel production 
is the largest im about two years. if 
not for all time at this season, and 
the strength of prices points to a con- 
tinued output. The textile industry 
is complaining of the “buyers’ mar- 
ket.” but although the business is ‘not 
exhilarating it reaches a large total 
in many lines,

markets the spirit of speculation ap- 
pears to be manifesting itself in a 
quiet way. Wheat, corn, rubber and 
copper were the first of the staple 
products in which this tendency be- 
came noticeable.

The latter, which is the secretion of 
a small insect reared for that purpose 
just as silkworms are raised for their 
silk and bees for their honey, is a 
great speculative favorite in Kast In- 
dia, and is bought and sold for future 
delivery in London. This fact justi- 
fies its inclusion in this list though 
it is unlikely that the Amercan public 
will be much impressed by or interest- 
ed in its fluctuations. . 

The rise in these seven stap'es may 
or may not be significant, but it is 
at least worth comment. The weight 
of precedent favors the belief that the 
rise in stocks must sooner or later 
be followed by an increase in the 
value of essential staples and despite 
the setback of the past week there 
are many who believe that the boom 
will not reach its climax until it has 
e~‘ended to commodities.

These factors tend to limit to the 
stock market the significance of the 
diminution in the supply of credit 
that is indicated by this week’s major 
events, and if the effeet of the latter 
should be a localized decline even the 
corporations whose shares are affect- 
ed would be the last to regret it.

Sales of the catalogue houses for 
January were very large indeed. Sears, 
Roebuck & Co's. sales show an in-

-eent over January, 1928, F. W. Wool- 
worth & Co.'s sales showed an increase 
of 5.2 per cent. Wholesale business 
for the country at large for Decem- 
ber showed a decrease of 6 per cent 
in the principal lines as compared 
with December.

Dry goods, 
however, showed a decrease of 1.4 per 
cent. The St. Louis, Philadelphia 
and Dallas distriets showed the larg- 
est decreases, while Cleveland showed 
a gain of 7.1 per cent.
